Shrl Dalip Singh Gurung, Armed Branch Sub-Inspector 
of Police, Assam, 

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On receipt of Information at about 9 p.M. on the 5th May, 

1960, that a batch of armed Naga h os tiles had crossed the 
Jiri river from Manipur and entered the village of Purana 
.Shankai in Assam, intimidating the villagers and demanding 
money and provisions from them, Shri Dalip Singh Gurung, 
Armed Branch Sub-Inspector of the ITangrum Outpost in the 
North Cachar Hills, at once left for the village along with 
Sarvashri Dliarni Dhar Baisya, Havildar, Lai Bahadur Thapa 
and Dal Bahadur Chhetri, Constables of the 3rd Battalion 
Border Security Force and 13 other ranks. The Police party 
reached Lhe village at about 3-30 A.vr. on the following day 
and surrounded the village and searched for the hostiles. The 
party was informed by the villagers Lhat the hostiles had 
withdrawn to a Jhum hut near the Jiri river. Shri Dalip 
Singh Gurung divided his men into suitable groups and went 
forward with a guide. Shri Dalip Singh and his men crossed 
the fence and on going a few yards ahead, noticed an armed 
Naga hostile on sentry duty on the right side of the hut. 
Shri Dalip Singh ordered hrs men to advance and surround 
the hut. In the meantime the hostile Naga at sentry duty 
was able to see Shri Dalip Singh and warned his companions 
inside the hut of the arrival of the police party. Another 
Naga hostile came out of the hut and opened fire with his 
sten-guii. The police party returned the fire. After exchange 
of heavy fire, the hostiles ran out of the hut and started to 
withdraw towards the river, halting and firing at the police- 
men from behind cover wherever possible. During this en- 
counter, the Naga hostile who came out from the hut to fire 
at tlte police party was seen dropping. Shri Dalip Singh 
Gurung then ordered his men to charge, firing from the hip 
position. Shri Dalip Singh always remained in the vanguard 
and kept on firing from his TMC. In this pursuit one Naga 
hostile was shot dead and another was killed by bayonet and 
injuries were inflicted on several others who, unfortunately, 
managed to escape into the thick jungle towards the Manipur 
boundary. On a thorough search it was discovered that 8 
hostiles had died in the encounter. Four of them were found 
Inside the hut and must have been killed during the initial 
exchange of fire. An unarmed Naga who was accompanying 
the hostiles was taken prisoner and one sten gun, four Mark 
fir rifles, two Japanese rifles one bayonet and a large quantity 
of ammunition were recovered. 

In this encounter Shri Dalip Singh showed exceptional 
gallantry, courage and leadership of a high order. He moved 
about in the midst of heavy exchange of fire and gave his 
men suitable directions in utter disregard of his personal

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On receipt of infotmatlon at about 9 r.M. on the 5th May, 

1961, that a batch of armed Naga hostiles had crossed the Tiri 
river from Manipur and enteied the village of Purana Shankai 
in Assam, intimidating the villagers ami demanding money 
ami provisions from them, Shri Dalip Singh Gurung, Armed 
Branch Sub- Inspector of the Hangrum Outpost In the North 
Cachar Hills, at once left for the village along with Sarvashri 
Dharni Dhar Baisya, Havildar, Lai Bahadur Thapa and Dal 
Bahadur Chhetri, Constables of the 3rd Battalion Border 


Security Froce and 13 other ranks. The Police parLy reached 
the village at about 3-30 a.m. on the following day" and sur- 
rounded the village and searched for the hostiles. The party 
was Informed by the villagers that the hostiles had withdrawn 
to a Jhum hut near the Jiri river, Shri Dalip Singh Gurung 
divided his men into suitable groups and went forward with 
a guide. Shri Dalip Singh and his men crossed the fence and 
on going a few yards afield, noticed an armed Naga hostile 
on sentry duty on the right side of the hut. Shri Gurung 
ordered his men to advance and surround the hut. In the 
meantime the hostile Naga at sentry duty was able to see 
Shri Dalip Singh and warned his companions inside the hut 
of the arrival of the police party. Another Naga hostile came 
out of the hut and opened fire with his sten gun. The police 
party returned the fire. After exchange of heavy fire, the 
hostiles ran ot* t of the hut and started to withdraw towards 
the river, halting and firing at the policemen from behind 
cover wherever possible. Duting this encounter, Lhe Naga 
hostile who came out from the hut to fire at the police party 
was seen dropping. Shri Dalip Singh Gurung then oidcred 
his men to charge, firing from the hip position, Shri Dalip 
Singh always remained in the vanguard and kept on firing 
from his TMC. Two more hostiles were killed and injuries 
were inflicted on several others who, unfortunately managed 
to escape info the thick jungle towards the Manipur boundary. 
It was discovered later upon a thorough search that in fact 
8 hosLiles had died in the encounter. Four of them were 
found inside the hut and must have been killed during the 
initial exchange of firing. Some rifles ami ammunition were 
also captured. A Naga hostile was taken prisoner. No 
casualty was suffered by the Police party. 

Throughout this encounter Havildar Dharni Dhar Baisya, 
Constable Lai Bahadur Thapa and Constable Dal Bahadur 
Chhetri svere always in the thick of the fight and carried out 
their leader’s instructions faithfully and courageously. During 
the charge firing from their hip position they were all along 
in the forefront while Shri Lai Bahadur fired from his LMG 
accurately and killed most of the hostiles in the hut Shri 
Dal Bahadur Chhetri charged an armed Naga hostile and 
killed him with his bayonet in a hand to hand fight. 

In this encounter Shri Dliarni Dhar Baisya, Shri Lai 
Bahadur Thapa and Shri Dal Bahadur Chhetri, showed excep- 
tional gallantry, courage and devotion to duty in complete 
disregard of their personal safety.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

During the language disturbances In Assam on the 7th 
July, 1960, when Shri Jahlruddin Ahmed, Assistant Sub- 
Inspector of Police, was on duty at Rupohihat Police Station 
in Nowgong District, a violent mob of about 300 persons armed 
with deadly weapons suddenly appeared at Rupohl Bazar 
from several directions. The mob attacked the houses of a 
particular community and resorted to indiscriminate looting 
and arson with the result that many residents of Rupohl 
Bazar left their houses abandoning their valuable properties. 
Assistant Sub-Inspector Jahlruddin .Ahmed faced the mob with 
courage and in complete disregard of personal safety, succeed- 
ed in rescuing many victims including women and’ children 
from the clutches of the frenzied mob atul brought them to 
Rupohihat Police Station for safety. The violent mob then 
attacked the Police Station where many men, women and 
children had taken shelter. The .Assistant Sub-Inspector came 
out with his gun and succeeded In driving away the hooligans. 
The Assistant Sub-Inspector thus faced the violent mob almost 
s ngle handed. But for the commendable courage, presence 
of mind and devotion to duty exhibited by the Assistant Sub- 
Inspector Shri Ahmed the lives of many persons would have 
been lost at the hands of the hooligans.

interested in educational, scientific and cultural matters with 
the work of the Organisation, preferably by the formation of 
a National Commission broadly representative of the Govern 
ment and such bodies” and further defines that 'National

Commissions or National Cooperating Bodies whele they exist, 
shall act in an advisory capacity to theii respective delegations 
Lo the General Confciente and to their Governments in matters 
relating to the Organisation and shall function as agencies 
ol liaison in all matters of interest to it ” In fulfilment of 
the requirements of the Constitution of Unesco and with a 
view to ensuiing the active participation of the people In the 
Implementation of various piogrammes of Unesco, an interim 
Indian National Commission for Cooperation with Unesco 
was set up in 1949 by the Government of India, Ministry of 
Education Resolution No F 84 92/48 A 1 dated the 2Glh 
March, 1949 The Interim Commission was placed on a 
permanent footing m 1951 in order to ensuie a better imple 
mentation of Unesios programmes in the tountiy through 
the Government of India, Ministiy of Lducation Resolution 
No F 134 27/50 A 5 dated Lhe 16th October, 1951, as modified 
by subsequent Resolutions No F 15 1/52 A 5, dated the 31st 
July, 1952 and No 125 15/51 A 5, dated the 3rd December, 
1954 

2 In view of the large number of Unesco’s fields of activity, 
the vailely of tasks on which it is engaged and, in particular, 
Lhe rapid expansion in the scope and extent of its programme 
during recent yeais, it has been realised that the Indian 
National Commission needs to be reorganised and its secretariat 
strengthened to enable It to fulfil its glowing functions and 
responsibilities in an adequate and effective manner More 
over the Indian National Commission is being increasingly 
called upon to combine the will of the Government with the 
spontaneous impulses of the nation in furlhemnce of the amis 
and activities or Unesco, the most important of which is the 
pursuit of a lommon aim namely, international undeistanding 
and cooperation in this task the Indian National Com 
mission needs the whole-hearted support and cooperation of 
all sections of the people which could be assured by associating 
more actively the national non-governmental organisations In 
the various fields of Unesto’s competence with the wotk and 
programme ol die Indian National Commission 

3 Guided by the foregoing considerations, Lhe Fxecutlve 
Board of the Indian National Commission at its ninth meeting 
held In New Delhi in Octobei, 1959, authorised the Chairman 
of the Board to set up a Committee to review die constitution 
tf the Commission The Chairman accordingly appointed a 
Committee comprising Dr Tara Chand (Chairman), Prof 
N K Sidhanta, Dr T R Seshadri, Shn K R Kripalanl and 
Shri P N Knpal (Convenor) In the light of rccommcnda 
tions made by the Committee, a diaft revised constitution 
was prepared and placed before the tenth meeting of the 
Executive Board of the Commission held In New Delhi in 
June 1960 The draft constitution was appioved by the Execu- 
tive Board with some modifications The draft constitution, as 
approved by the Executive Board, was considered by the 
Indian National Commission at us fourth conference held 
in New Delhi in October 1960 The conference gave ilirec 
lives for some fuithcr modihcations in the constitution before 
putting it into effect lhe constitution piepaied in accordance
